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Revenue Department Loses Appeal 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — An annuity provided in a 
man s employment contract for his widow is not subject 
to Indiana Inheritance Tax, according to the Indiana 
Court of Appeals 
The state court upheld the decision of Marion County 
Probate Court Judge Edward Madinger, which the state 
department of revenue had appealed 
A spokesman for the revenue departm ent said that it 
will seek to have the inheritage tax law changed with 
regard to that point during the 1977 General Assembly. 
The case concerned the estate of Luther M Bannon, 
who had worked for Ra-Dis-Co in Indianapolis before 
dying in June, 1972. He entered an employment contract 
June 26, 1969, which provided for a salary of $20,000 a 
year for five years and $10,000 a year for the second five 
years. It also provided that if "Bannon should die before 
the end of the IO year period...if his wife should survive 
him. Corporation agrees to pay to her $5,000 per annum" 
for the remainder of *he IO year term. 
The appeals court decided that the annuity was not 
taxable because Bannon did not have interest in it at his 
death It noted that this vas true especially because the 
employment contract ri d not give Bannon the power to 
change the beneficiary. 


New Year’s Guests Will Pay More 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Ivem ight guests at hotels 
and motels in Clark and Floy 1 counties will find their 
lodging bills going up New Yea ’s Day. 
That’s when the new 3 per (.tnt "innkeepr. a tax 
begins with the revenue channeled into a funr, to build a 
convention center in the Jeffersonvih '-New ^ibany area. 
The tax will only be charged to lo n e rs who have 
rooms less than 30 days and in establishments with 50 or 
more rooms available for accommodations. 
The hotel-motel operations will collect the levy, 
forward it to the Indiana Department of Revenue which 
will return the money to the Board of Managers for the 
two counties. 
The intent of the legislature was to establish the tax 
for Clark and Floyd counties only. However,

time for the lawmakers to amend the bill to exclude any 
other possibilities. 


Bogard Named Sendak's Chief Of Staff

Thedore L Sendak Thursday named Donald P Bogard 
chief counsel for staff and J. Gordon Gibbs Jr. as chief 
counsel for departments during his new four-year term. 
Bogard, from Indianapolis, replaces Sheldon Breskow, 
who will become executive secretary of the Indiana 
Supreme Court Disciplinary Commission as of Monday. 
Bogard has been with Sendak since 1971 and has helped 
reorganize office procedures and developed the current 
computer program which the office uses. 
Gibbs, from Danville, replaces Wayne R. Cook, who is 
resigning to move to Little Rock, Ark Gibbs also joined 
the staff in 1971 and most recently served as assistant 
attorney general in charge of highway department 
litigation. 


Schools Receive Financial Distribution 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The State Board of Finance 
Thursday approved distribution of nearly $53 million to 
local schools 
The money represented the first regular monthly 
distribution for 1977. However, another $825,000 was 
approved for five financially-troubled school systems 
from the distressed school fund. 
The regular distribution included over $50 9 million in 
tuition support, $1.7 million from the transportation fund 
and $250,000 for sepcial education transportation. 
The breakdown for 
the distressed school funds 
included: 
Southeastern 
Indiana 
Vocational 
School, 
$100,000, Southwestern Jefferson County S c h o o l , 
$300,000. Hobart Twp 
Community schools, $244,000; 
U k e Ridge schools, $150,000, and E ast Gary school, 
$31,000. 
The board also approved a $30,000 loan from the 
Industrial Development Fund for the City of Bicknell in 
Knox County The money will be used to purchase a 
vacant building.

[Supreme Court Vacancy Appears Saturday 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — New Y ear's Day initiates 
the process by which the Indiana Judicial Nominating 
Commission will make its first replacement for the 
Indiana Supreme Court. 
The commission announced Thursday it was accepting 
applications until Jan. 31 to fill a vacancy on the high 
court to develop with the retirement of former Chief 
Justice Norman Arterburn in May. 
Arter burn stepped down as chief justice in 1974 after 
he was confirmed for a new term on the court. He 
explained a new justice who would be eligible to 
complete a full term should head the high court. 
Applicants for the supreme court must have either 
served IO years as lawyers on the state bar or served as 
circuit, superior or criminal judge for 5 years 
The seven member nominating commission has the 
constitutional duty to screen the list of applicants and 
.•allow u r n Iieia to tnree candidates from which Gov 
Otis R Bowen can make an appointment 
Such an appointment must be made within 60 days 
after the governor gets the list of the three final 
candidates.

It also 
liecame a political lobbying office in the

Instead. Powell was expected to have two

Powell has promised to be "accessible,”

NEW YORK (U P I) — Nofault automobile 
insurance needs some drastic overhauling if 
it is to tie made to work, according to two 
insurance experts 
Frank O’Brien, government a f f a i r s 
representative of the American 
Mutual 
Insurance Alliance, urged such changes in 
recent testimony 
before the New 
York 
Assembly Insurance Committee 
C h a i r m a n Donald S McNaughton of 
the huge 
Prudential 
Insurance 
Co 
of 
America told a federal judiciary conference 
for New Jersey at Princeton that the 24 
present state no-fault laws have become 
such a hopeless bodge podge that the only 
way out is for Congress to adopt federal 
standards for no-fault insurance and require 
the states to pass laws meeting 
these 
standards 


Both O’Brien and McNaughton centered 
their 
fire 
on 
the 
lack 
of 
adequate 
restrictions 
limiting 
the 
right 
to 
sue 
McNaughton said some states have no 
restrictions at ail, and thus do not have 
genuine nofault laws 


In others the cash level for death and 
tiodily injury claims above which a law suit 
can fie brought, the so-called "threshold, 
is 
so low as to render the laws 
almost 
meaningless since so many claims are for 
more than the threshold amount 
O'Brien told the New York legislative 
committee that cash thresholds 
to 
bar 
lawsuits should be abolished entirely and 
replaced by requirements outlawing lawsuits 
except in death claims and for carefully 
defined serious injury He said these "verbal 
thresholds" appear to lie the only way no 
fault can live up to its original aim of 
reducing auto accident lawsuits 
0 Brien said reform ,of nofault should 


include 
establishment 
of 
specific 
fe e 
schedules for lawyers like those used in 
workman's compensation cases for hospital, 
medical and other health care providers 
with penalties for those who overcharge 
And he urged reform of the arbitration 
procedure 
O'Brien's association is one of the two 
large insurance trade associations that have 
favored the no-fault principle from the start 
Two others have opposed it vigorously and 
still are opposing the adoption of federal no­ 
fault standards 
McNaughton told the New Jersey judicial 
conference the expected benefits from no- 
fault of lower costs and elimination of 
delays and other abuses in settling accident 
claims have proved to be illusions 
He said the dissimilarities in the state no 
fault laws have led to countless conflicts 
that insurance companies and the courts 
have great difficulty in resolving One big 
problem is determining what provisions and 
restrictions apply 
when 
a 
motorist 
is 
involved in an accident outside his own 
state 
However. McNaughton made it plain that 
in endorsing federal standards for no fault, 
the Pru still believes day by day regulation 
of automobile insurance must remain a 
state function 
In his testimony before the New York 
legislative committee, O'Brien warned that 
efforts to abolish the assigned risk pools and 
tort e companies to insure high risk drivers 
at near standard rates and then reinsure 
their policies won’t work He said four states 
already have tried this and discovered that 
the only result was to saddle the good 
drivers with higher rates because the high 
risk drtvers whose policies were reinsured 
had an average annual loss to the insurance 
companies of $161 per car 


China's Surprise?

WASHINGTON' (U PL — The question to 
ask about China is not whether it will 
surprise the world by suddenly pushing its 
food imports to high levels The question is 
when. an Agriculture Department trade 
expert says.

concedes there are few signs yet that the 
giant Asian nation is ready to step up farm 
trade 
"But this could be changed suddenly," 
Novotny added in a report published today 
by the Foreign Agricultural Service. 
"Experiences with other nations show that 
past trends do not always indicate future 
prospects,” Novotny said 
"Nobodv 
could 
have 
predicted 
from 
previous performances that the Soviet Union 
would buy 25 million tons of grain in a single 
year <as it did recently), or that India in 
1975 would purchase 5 million tons of U.S. 
grain lo become the largest U.S 
cash 
market that year," he said 
"For the People's Republic of China, it 
seems not a question of whether China, too. 
a. too. will surprise the world, but rather a 
question of when." he added 
Novotny said many observers argue that 
China will not push grain imports much 
beyond recent levels because its own grain 
production is becoming steadier and more 
"droughtproof,” 
because it 
is 
short 
of 


foreign exchange, and because the Chinese 
communist political system can suppress 
imports even if consumers want more food 
But these arguments have been made 
about other areas, including Europe and 
Russia, which later confounded the doubters 
by 
making 
large 
purchases 
on 
world 
markets, Novotny said. 
The trade specialist said China’s need for 
food is likely to increase in coining years 
faster than its ability to expand production 
"The 
country...has 
been 
laying 
the 
groundwork for a more advanced economy, 
and the real expansion and payoff appears 
to be at hand," he said. And this will be 
translated into a rising demand for more 
and better food, Novotny predicted. 
In the past. Chinese grain imports of 3 to 6 
million tons a year have come largely from 
Australia and Canada Only in the early 
!970's did Chinese authorities place large 
orders in the United States 
In the future, however. A s s i s t a n t 
Agriculture Secretary Richard E Bell added 
in another report published today, there is 
little reason American growers should not 
share in an expanding Chinese market 
Bell said Chinese officials were putting 
heavy 
emphasis 
on 
increasing 
f o o d 
production But they are trying to feed and 
clothe nearly one-fourth of the world's 
population from only about one-sixth of the 
farmland — and China has little unused land 
to bring into production in the future

Slate finance and revenue officials have 
undertaken an exhaustive study of revenue 
forecasts and .spending needs during the 
coming two years. 
It is a crucial element of the process that 
will lead to the ultimate adoption by the 
General Assembly of a budget for that period 
Normally, because of economic growth and 
other factor*, government's revenue is able to 
rise steadily from year to year, permitting 
patterns of .spending that anticipate expanded 
services and new programs 
It s no secret that the recent recession- 
coupled with rates of inflation that have 
outstripped economic growth distorted that 
situation 
Although the national economy 
today is stronger than it was two years ago, it 
remains sluggish 
The economic facts of life affect govern 
men) just as they do individuals Government 
is paying more for food, services, energy, 
housing, transportation and other items. 
For the past two years, strong working 
balances have helped cushion the impact— 
although budgets enacted bv the legislature 


have eroded those balances At some point. 
we reach a situation of omitting some 
spending or raising taxes 
Although these are not the best of times, 
circumstances do not dictate generate tax 
increases

legislature carefully weigh our priorities and 
that the executive branch implement these

Another big plus is the simplicity of the 
instructions Unlike so many board games 
whose rules are only slightly less complex 
than the first SALT agreement formula. 
"Transition" has but a few, easy-to-follow 
directions 
Each player selects a peanut and places it 
on the square marked “ Election ” The 
object is to go from there to the square 
marked “ Inauguration.” But no player may 
advance to "Inauguration" until he has 
acquired a full set of "Cabinet" cards 
Progress around the board is determined 
by tossing dice When a player lands on a 
blue square, he draws a "Prospect" card. 
When he lands on a green square, he draws 
a card from the stack labeled 
Campaign 
Promises.”

Barnyard Banter

Many traditional holiday foods are prepared at this time of 
year. These are often given as gifts or make holiday meals and 
entertaining the special events which they are. 
Because the ingredients are often the more expensive items 
on the grocery shelf a recipe failure can waste both money and 
time at a time when both are likely to be least plentiful. 
Much of the time recipe failure is due, at least in part, to the 
least expensive ingredients. If your baking powder has been on 
hand for several months, try it out in a pan of biscuits before you 
use it in an expensive cake. Spices lose strength after several 
months of home storage But their strength should be checked 
before they are discarded Yeast that has been on hand for some 
time is supposed to be active until the date printed on the 
package; but if the expiration date is near, it might be wise to 
invest in a new package 
Though it’s normally good practice to make appropriate 
substitions in recipes, it’s a risk that you should avoid in ex­ 
pensive recipes. You can successfully substitute sweet milk for 
sour milk and cocoa for chocolate, but save these short cuts for 
another time. 
Make a list of needed recipe ingredients and use those for 
which recipes were written Certainly when you’re doing a lot of 
baking and candy making, buying both all-purpose and cake 
flour can save more money than it costs. The right kind of 
shortening for expensive baked products is the one that the 
recipe calls for. Margarine and butter can be substituted for 
each other with no damage to recipe texture, but expensive 
recipes can fail simply because finn fats are used in­ 
terchangeably with oil 
Size of eggs used in baked products can also alter results, 
Most recipes are written for medium eggs. In recipes that call 
for only one or two eggs, you usually get good results when 
larger or smaller eggs replace the sam e number of mediums In 
recipes that call for several eggs, substituting the sam e number 
of large or extra large eggs for mediums can damage the end 
quality Additional egg volume may make a batter that is too 
thin at the beginning of baking or result in over-fills of usual 
baking pans. 
You can successfully use the economy of large and extra- 
large eggs in baking without affecting recipe proportions if you 
convert egg numbers to cup measurements. For example, six 
medium eggs make one cup To substitute different size eggs in 
a recipe calling for six eggs, these numbers of other sizes also 
make one cup. Seven small eggs, five large eggs, or four extra- 
large eggs A cup holds eight to nine medium egg whites, seven 
to eight large, six extra-large, or nine to ten small egg whites 
One of the best assurances of quality home prepared products 
is well planned time. Possibly during the holiday,s more than 
any other time, we’re likely to attem pt one more project than 
time allows, resulting in waste due to haste With many baked 
products, you can save much preparation and dishwashing time 
by doubling or tripling the recipe Success with this method 
depends on choice of recipe, su e of utensils for mixing, and oven 
space. You can usually double pastry and cornbread recipes 
without damaging quality You can double most cakes and 
cookies made with mixes or self-rising flour, or leavened with 
double-acting baking powder, even if you have to hold some 
pans of batter for 30 to 40 minutes before you bake them. Cakes 
and cookies leavened with soda give best results when you make 
them in amounts that you can bake immediately after you mix 
the batter or dough. 
Having spent our resources on Christmas gifts, entertaining 
and special foods for the family.

Farming advice sometimes 
brings 
subtle 
benefits

producer can’t always pin a 
dollar value on each separate
